It would ‘be hard to make thé country

pany, pursuant to all powera and 
authorities vested in it by statute or

&) per cent. These items as estimated 
meking no allowance for any bad 
sink-holes, or abnormally bad sliding 
material at creek and river crossings. 
although such are extremely apt to 
oceur in any muskeg belt, and should 
any number of such places occus on 
this line, a very material addition to 
the cost of these items will be in- 
evitable. 

The cost of ballasting is made on the 
basis of ten inches of gravel under 
the tie, which is the standard ballast 
section for this road. The cost of the 
ballast pits, some of which have been 
secured, and also the cost of spur 
tracks into these pits, are included in 
this item, 

In the cost of track, I have included 
the cost of rails, fastenings, frogs. and 
switches, and the laying of the track. 

In estimating the cost of fencing 1t 
is assumed that only one-half of the 
line built will require fencing. 

In the allowance for station build- 
ings amd section-houses, I have esti- 
mated the cost at lees than that re- 
quired on the branch lines on ue 
prairies. Two engine-houses only of 
the cheapest practicable construction 
have been estimated for, and fuel 
stations of the cheapest type in use 
are allowed in the estimates,

“In their incorporating Act their 
right to lease their undertaking 1s 
subject to the approval of the lieuten- 
ant-governor in council. In this Act 
also it is provided that they are %o 
give such information as the govern- 
ment may require with regard to the 
plans of their passenger and ireight 
stations and are to comply with such 
terms as the government may enforce 
with regard to the erection of these 
stations, the number of same and the 
intervals at which stoppages are to be 
made for the accommodation of | the 
public.

Option of Purchase. 

“By section 20 of their Act, the gov- 
ernment have the option of purchasing 
the entire undertaking of the company 
at a fair value, and it is provided by 
the following section that upon every 
fifty miles of the railway being com- 
pieted the company are to provide ace 


commodation for freight and passen- | 


gers. 

‘Besides all these provisions, 
are applicable to this company alone 
and not to the other companies, you 
will keepin mind that the company 
is subject to compliance with the Pro- 
vineial Raiiway Act, and by the terms 
ofr their Act and under the terms of

This service 
consists in transmitting instruments 
being provided every second mile of 
the railway with which the conductor 
on the train can connect from his cab 
and thus get into communication any- 
where along the line. The usual tele- 
phone service at stations will, of 
course, be in addition to this equip- 
ment, and the company will use the 
telephone exclusively instead of the 
telegraph in connection with their dis- 
patches, this being recognized to be 
the best modern railway practise. 

7—Water Tanks—The specifications 
allow the company to put their water 
tanks twenty miles apart. As a mat- 
ter of fact the company are laying out 
their line and are arrangiang their con- 
trects with the purpose of having 
water tanks of the standard © size, 
namely, forty thousand to sixty thou- 
sund gallon tanks, every twelve to 
fifteen miles,

Mr. Boyle referred to the passage of 
the bill to guarantee the railway bonds 
in the last session of the legislature 
Then the member for Cardston (J. W. 
Wolfe) wished to know why the bill 
provided for a $20,000 a mile guaran- 
tes on the whole of the road when the 
portion from E¢monton to Lae La- 
Biche could be more cheeply built and 
was no more difficult than much of the 
country through which the C.N.R, and 
G. T. P. ran. The premicor then re- 
plied that the bill did rot require the 
full guarantee of $20,000, ‘but that am 
ount. was merely the maximom. The 
premier told the House that ‘the pro- 
posed to have a government engineer 
appointed at once amd that the mem- 
bers of the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways company were eminent financiers 
and if they wished to put all their 
eggs in one basket they could finance 
the entire loan themselves. He also 
stated that fifty miles would tbe built 
last year, 
House Was Satisfied. 

“The assuraness of the premier then 
satisfied the House,”’ said Mr. ‘Bostle, 
“for the members had full confidence 
in dim and all the members thovelit 
that every safeguard would be taken 
for the public interest. It was then 
believed that 5 per cent., as specified 
in the bill, was the best nate in the 
opinion of the premier, who was the 
provincial treasurer, and for that rea- 
son should best know the rate of in- 
terest. 

“What happened after the legislature 
was dissolved? Did the premier ap- 
point a government engineer. \We 
have the premier’s statement that no 
engineer was appointed till the 4th of 
j; this month. Did he have his engineer 
examine the plans and profiles, the 
cuts and fills, and having it done, did 
jhe have his engineer check up the 
cost of the road? I regret to say that 
the premier as a matter of fact did 
not.

“Thus you see, Mr, Speaker, that 
even lust week the government did not 
know the directors or the subscribed 
capital, 

‘One matter of surprise to the peo 
Pie Was as to why the 350 miles should 
be guaranteed before one mile of the 
road had been constructed. The sum 
mer of last year passed and still no 
plans were filed and no road buiit. 
Yet the government pledged the maxi- 
mum amount of $7,400,000 with not 
one mile of railway then built.. 

“The premier, in reply to a ques- 
tion, has stated that five and a haif 
| mies of the railway has been graded. 
| As a matter of fact, not one mile of 
the grading is entirely completed and 
no work has been done except a little 
bit in the late fall, when outside work 
of this kind had been stopped in ai- 
most every other place. This work 
had to be done, however, in order thet 
the company might hold their charter, 
whieh called for construction to be 
| Sterted before one year after it was 
| granted, 

“Why so much haste about this 
transaction? When we consider that 
the company borrowed $7,400,000 in 
October, when work could not be start- 
ed till spring, and left this money in 
the bank all winter drawing 34 per 
cent, when they had to pay five per 
cent for it, peopie begin to wonder, Is 
it not peculiar that the government 
would not ascertain how much capital 
they had subscribed to pay the inter- 
vst. But they did not know and only 
the other day wired to Winnipeg to 
find out the subscribed capital. You 
cun figure out how long the $50,000 of 
paid-up capital would last in paying 
the difference between 5 per cent and 
34, per cent. on $7,400,000, But 
when we consider the agreement and 
the specifications it appears that the 
company wilt pay the interest out of 
bonds guaranteed. Even when the 
bonds were being sold the company 
Was not properly organized, accoiding 
to the opinion of Mr. Fisher, of Ewart 
& Fisher, Winnipeg. 

Mann's Letter to Cross.

throughout. The government adopt- 
ed the specifications of D, D. Mann, 
thinking they were the Dominion 
specifications, whereas he must have 
intended them ag a@ joke. 
Conditions Differed. 


As a matter of faot, said Mr. Boyle, 
the government was in a different 
position in dealing with the G.T.P. or 
the O.N.R. and this bunch of railway 
promoters from Kansas City. The 
Canadian Northern and the G.T.P, 
both had 1arge systems in Canada 
and it would be to their interest to 
have the best possible of branch lines, 
So if the government made a_ loose 
bargain with these established lines, 
they were not so much at the mercy 
of the railwaya as with the Olarks and 
the Mintys, who had no standing as 
railway builders, no railway system 
nor standard of railway to live up to. 
In the cage of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Railway, however, we had 
the government: contracting to have a

D. D. Mann himself said were no good 
for him to construct « line upon, 

“To ascertain within a few doilars 
what 8 railway may cost,’ continued 
the mover, “we must know where it 
is going. The G.T.P. is one of the 
most expensive railways in Canada, 
because it is built on a maximum 4-10 
per cent, grade and is built in a 
straight line wherever possible with 
the minimum of ‘curvature, The Al- 
berta and Great Waterways Rasiway 
does not sacrifice cost for distanve, for 
in the profile and plans tabied and in 
the right of way which they have cut, 
the line wiggles and twists from one 
fa:m to the other, auywhere they can 
go to avoid a cut or u bridge. tiisa 
laughing stock even to the farmers.

were Americans, and right here I may 
say that the residents of the United 
States who have come to Alberta have 
been among our best citizens, and I 
hope that many more may come,”’ 

Dealing with the amount of the 
guarantee, $20,000 a mile, Mr. + Cross 
said if there was ever a justification 
for the Alberta guarantee it was in 
the case quoted by the member for 
Sturgeon (Mr. Boyle), the Toronto and 
Sudbury line, guaranted by the On- 
tario government for $20,000 a mile. 
The country through which the Alber- 
ta and Great Waterways Railway is to 
run for 100 miles along the line from 
Edmonton is the best in Alberta, and 
for the next 200 miles it is just as 
good, according to the claims of . the 
people who know it best.

The country is thickly popu- 
lated all over this route and there are 
large areas of timber on the line of 
that road which will be available and 
can be made of great value to the rest 
of the province. When this read 5 
completed it will open up large areas 
of timber on the Athabasea River, 
and not only that, but it will open up 
for development a large mineral ter- 
ritory where there is oil, coal and 
asphalt. The banks of the Athabasca 
River for over 100 miles are sotid 
asphalt. 

Passes Through Rich Country. 

“This road when completed, and it 
will take three or four years to com- 
plete, will open up a very rich terri- 
tary in this provinee, and it seems to 
me if we are to go on growing as a 
previnee we have got to grow in that 
direction, Nearly all of the land in 
the southern part of this province 
that can be homesteaded is +home- 
steaded. Nearly alb the land, if you 
wil look at the map today, south of 
Edmonton is nearly all taken either 
by homesteaders, or by speculators or 
by railway companies. There is very 
little land to be got for homestead in 
the southern part of the province, and 
if this province is to go on growing 
in population it must grow by set- 
tling the lands in the northern portion 
of the province north of Edmonton. 
Ten thousand people are now in one 
settlement up there, in the constitu.

BAD PROPHETS. 


The wise men who have been keep- 
ing Canada posted on the troubles of 
the Asquith Government have been 
put out of court, for the second time 
since the New Year. They were worst- 
ed when the British electors returned 
a majority of Government supporters 
to the House of Commons, and they 
have again been discountenanced by 
the refusal of the Premier to fail imto 
the pits they had digged for him. 

The mere fact that the elections ane 
over has done nothing to check the 
praphetic flow of these new prophets 
that have risen in Britain, as the 1- 
sults of the election did nothing to 
shake their confidence in themselves. 
Since polling the cables have been 
kept as busy forecasting the fate ot the 
Government in the House as they pre- 
viously were foretelling its doom at 
the polls. 

We have been assured daily that the 
Premier was, or should ibe, on tre 
verge of distraction with the difficul 
ties which beset his pathway. One 
day it was the Radical faction of his 
followers who were giving him pains 
and apprehensions. The next it was 
the more conservative element who re- 
sused to join in the schemes promoted 
by Lioyd-George and Winston Church. 
il. Next, the Nationalists were deolar- 
el unailterably hostile to the budget. 
Then the Labor members were “au- 
thoritatively’’ said to be displeased 
with the Government’s lukewarmness 
toward their cause. 

In a word, Canadians were asked to 
believe that the British people had 
elected for themselves a Ministry of 
dunces or dreamers, incapable either 
of discharging public affairs properly 
or of even keeping themselves in 
power against the warring factions of 
their followers; that  statesmanship 
Was a missing quantity on the Minis- 
terial benches. and it only needed the 


jassembting of Parliament to witness 


the formal passing of a Government al- 
ready defeated in everything but the 
name, 

Parliament met the other day; and 
the Government is still in power. In 
power, too, with every prospect of ibe 
ing there until they see fit to go to 
the country again, at least. The Pre 
mier, somewhat rudely perhaps, de- 
clined to admit that he was defeated, 
declined even to get into the troubles 
the prophets had shown to be waiting 
for him.

The Government could af 
ford to leave office better than the 
Nationalists and Labor men could af- 
ford to drive them out of office. Of this 
the prophets seem to have been cheer- 
fuSy ignorant.

NEGRO SHOT VALE MEN. 
Colored Oesperado Runs Amuck in 
Smoking Car on Train. 

New York, Feb, 23—Harrison Higbee 
and Leslie Lord, two young Yale stu- 
dents, and socially ‘prominent in North 
Jersey, were wantonly shot down and 


probably fatally wounded today by an 
infuriated negro in the smoking car of a 
Jersey Central train in which they were 
riding to their homes in Newark. Accom- 
panying Higbee and Lord were Gale 
Young, of New York, and his cousin, 
Roger Young, of Newark, both Prince- 
ton graduates, Soon after the train left 
Jersey City the negro desperado, who 
was accompanied by another man of his 
race and a mulatto woman, accused the 
four young men of making remarks 
about women.

“Don’t you tell me to keep quiet,’

The Great Illusion. 
“We are told by all the experts,’ 
says this suggestive writer, 


great navies and great armies are nec- 


essary to protect our wealth against 


“the aggression of powerful neighbors. 
whose cupidity and voracity can .e 
controlled by force alone; that treaties 
avail nothing, and that in internation- 
al politics might make right.” 

“The peace propaganda has signally 
failed, and the public opinion of the 
countries of Europe, far from res- 
training the tendencies of their gov- 
ernments to increase armaments, 18 
pushing them into enlarged instead of 
into reduced expenditure,” because it 
is “universially assumed that nation- 
al power means national wealth, na- 
tional advantage; that expanding ter- 
ritory means increased opportunity 
for industry; that. the strong nation 
can guarantee opportunities for its 
citizens that the weak nation can not. 

“The Englishman believes that. -.s 
wealth is largely, the result of his po- 
litical power, of his polities] domina- 
tion, mainly of his sea power; that 
Gertiany, with lier expatming popu- 
lation must fee] cramped >that she 
must fight for elbow-room; and that 
if he does not defend himeelf he wiil 
illustrate that universal law which 
makes of every stomach a graveyard,” 
and 80 on. 

Is It True? 

But the writer denies this ail along 
the line. He asks, and answers -1is 
own questions: 

“Ig it true that wealth and prosper- 
ity and well-being go with the politi- 
cal power of nations, or, indeed, unat 
the one has anything whatever to do 
with the other? 

“It io true that one nation can gain 
a solid tengibleadventage by the con- 
quest of amother? 

“Does the political or military vic- 
tory of a nation give any advantage 
to the individuals of that nation 
which is not still possessed by tthe 1n- 
dividuals of the defeated nation ? 

“Is it possible for one nation to 
take by force anything in the way vf 
material wealth from another ? 

“Is it possible for a nation in any 
teal sense to ‘own’ the territory of 
another—to own it, that is, in any 
wey which can benefit the individual 
citizens of the owning country 

“If we could conquer Germany to- 
morrow, completely conquer her. re- 
duce her nationality to so much dust, 
would the ordinary British subject be 
the better for it ? 

“If Germany could conquer us, 
would any ordinary German subject 
be the better for it? 

“The fact that aill these questions 
have to be answered in the negative, 
and that a negative answer seems to 
outrage common sense, shows how 
much our political axioms are in need 
of revision.” 

Misdirected Energies. 

He enswers all these questions with 
a vigorous No! and declares that ...ey 
are expressions of ‘‘a gross and des- 
perately dangerous misconception, so 
profoundly mischievous as to misdi- 
rect an immense part of the energies 
of mankind, and to misdirect them 
to, such degree that unless we liber. 
ate ourselves from this supersition 
civilization itself will be threatened.” 

“Demonstration of the illusion,” ne 
says, “‘reposes upon the simple exposi- 
tior, of the politieal facts of Europe 
as they exist today.” He gives these 
seyen propositions to expose this illu- 
sion: 

“(1) No nation can in our day by 
military conquest permanently or for 
any considerable period destroy or 
greatly damage the trade of another, 
since trade depends upon the exist- 
ence o {natural wealth and a popula- 
tion capable of working it. So long as 
the natural wealth of the country and 
the population to work it remain, an 
invader cannot ‘utterly destroy it.’ 

(2) If an invasion by eGrmany 
did involve the ‘total collapse of the 
empire, our trade, end the means of 
feeding 40,000,000 in these — islands 
; the disturbing of capital, and 

destruction of credit,’ eGrman, capital 
would, because of the international- 
ization and delicate interdependence 
of our credit-built finance and indus- 
try, also disappear in large part, 
and eGrman credit also collapse, and 
the only means of restoring it would 
be for eGrmany to put an end ‘to the 
chaos in England by putting an end

“(6) The wealth. prosperity and 
well-being of a nation depend in no 
way upon its political power. Other- 
wise we should find the commercial 
Prosperity and social well-being of the 
smaller nations which exercise no po- 
litical power manifestly below that of 
the great nations which control Eu- 
rope ,whereas this is not the case. 
The population cf states like Switzer- 
land, Holland. Belgium, Denmark 
Sweden are in every way as rs per- 
ous as the citizens of states like Ger- 
many, Russian, Austria and France, 
The trade. per capita of the small na- 
tions is in excess of the trade. per 
capita of the great, 

Colenies Are Nations. 

“(7) No nation could gain any ad- 
vantage by the conquest of the Brit- 
ish colonies, and Great Britain could 
not suffer material damage by their 
loss, however much such loss would 
be regretted on sentimental grounds, 
and as rendering less easy certain use- 
ful social co-operation between kin- 
dred peoples. For the British cols- 
nies are, in fact. independent nations 
in alliance with the mother country, 
to whom they are no source of profit, 
their economic relations being settled, 
not by the mother country, but by the 
colonies. Economically, England 
would gain by their formal separation, 
cince she would be relieved of the 
cost of their defence.” 

eW are told. in brief, that we as a 
nation do not know the A B C of our 
own finance, though it is well known 
to the world’s. great financiers, We 
are told that we are living in an an- 
cient, world, which has passed away, 
in. which the rule was to keep who 
can. 

Our “financial interdependence has 
grown up in spite of ourselves, and 
without our noticing it, until. we put 
it. to some. rude, test.” Our /‘political 
terminology is simply a survival—an 
inheritance from a state of things 
which has long since Passed away. 

“When the financial gfienius of Eu- 
rope, studying the question in its 
purely financial and materia] aspece, 
has to decide between the great states 
with all their imposing paraphernalia 
of colossal armies and fabulously 
costly navies, and the little states 
(which, if our political pundits are 
right, could any day have their wealth 
gobbled‘up by those voracious big 
neighbors), possessing relatively no 
military power whatever, such genius 
plumps solidly in favor of the smail 
and helpless. 

“For a difference of 20 points, 
which we find'as between Norwegian 
and Russian. and 14 as between Bel- 
gien and eGrman securities, is the 
difference between a safe and 4 
speculative one; the difference be- 
tween an American railroad bond in 
time of profound security and in 
time of widespread panic. And what 
is true of the government funds in 
an only slightly less degree of indus- 
trial securities,”’ 

Strong Little Nations, 

“If Mr. Harrison were right, if, as 
he implies, our commerce, our very 
industrial existence would disappear, 
did we allow neighbors who envied 
us that commerce to become our 
superiors in artMatnent, huw does he 
explain the fact that the great powers 
of the continent are flanked by 
littie nations infinitely weaker than 
themselves, having always a_ per 
capita trade equal, and in most cases 
greater, thun themselves? 

“If the common doctrine be true the 
Rothschilds, Morgans and Sterns 
would not invest a pound or a dolar 
in the territories of the undefended 
nations, and yet, far from that being 
the case, they consider that a Swiss 
or a Dutch investment is more secure 
than a Germen one; that industrial 
undertaking in a country like Swit- 
zerland, detended by a comic opera 
army of a few thousand men, are 
preferable in point of security to en- 
terprises backed by three millions o] 
the most perfectiy trained soldiers in 
the world. The attitude of European 
finance in this matter is the absolute 
condemnation of the view commonly 
taken by the statesman. 

“If a country’s trade were really at 
the mercy of the first successful in- 
vader, if armies and navies were really 
necessary for the protection of trade, 
the smail countries would be in « 
hopelessly inferior position, and could 
only exist on the sufferance of what 
we are told are unscrupulous aggres- 
sors.

But 
it is no more possible for nations , to 
get rich by bombarding things with 
cannon and blowing its own custom- 
ers and its own investments into 
smithereens than it is for a Wali street 
financial to enrich himself by shoot- 
ing Rockefeller or Morgan in the 
head, 

“Were there a genera] recognition 
in Europe of the fact that it has be- 
come a physical impossibility 
benefit by military conquest 
whote raison d'etre of the aggression 
of one nation upon another would 
disappear.”’ For, as is finely pointed 
out, ‘the greatest revolutions in the 
history of civilization result from a 
revolution of ideas, revolutions which 
are effected imperceptibly.” 

There is no way in which this much- 
to-be-desired revolution can be aided 
and achieved so weil as by the wide 
distribution and study of this book, 
which may in years to come prove to 
be the Magna Charta of the new time. 
For no other book of which we know 
marshals the elemental arguments for 
world-peace in so convincing and 
compelling a manner.

The funeral will take place 
tomorrow at the historic Anglican 
church at Middleehurch. He is sur- 
vived by a wife and a son.

London, Feb. 25.—The cabinet met 
again this morning, the second time 
this week The seriousness of the 
political situation is indicated by the 
frequeney wilh the ministers 
gather in conference It is generally 
believed that Lord Rosebery in an- 
mouncing that die would move in the 
Terds for the voluntary re-organiza- 
tion of the Upper House has stolen a 
march on the ministry. This develop- 
nent was thoroughly threshed out by 
the ministers ot the meeting today. 

At the same time it was expected 
that the Irish would deliver their ulti- 
matum to the government today, The 
&@bsentation of the Nationalists from | 
voting in the first division in the 
new parliament on the tariff question 
coused great uneasiness to the Liberal 
leaders. The norrowness of the Lib- 
eral majority, thirty-one, indicated 
hew close is the margin’ by whieh 
Premier Asquith retains © his: power. 
The dissention within the Jaberal 
ranks and the distrust of Asquith, ex- 
ptessed by the more advanced ele- 
ment. is by noe means a minor factor 
in the situation. 


It was @eclared today that even 
within the cabinet itself all is not 
harmony and the ministers are divid- 
ed on fhe policy of government, 
Lloyd George and Winston Ghurehill 
demanding an immediate fight on the 
Lords and the more conservative mem- 
bers urging the precedence of the bud- 
get. The Unionist leaders today de- 
clared that the bickerings of the Lib- 
erals would thwart the government's 
plans, giving the lords the opportunity 
to take the initiative in reforming the 
Upper House, taking the wind from 
the government's sails. 

London, Feb, 25.—The fact that the

Asquith, seated at his side, 
was flushed and smiling, clearly happy 
at the sound of those united cheers, 
60 sadly lacking for days past. 

Bonar Law, the Canadian, who con- 
cluded the debate, thought that the 
fiscal history of Canada was far more 
interesting for Britain than that of 
any other nation, Having briefly 
surveyed it, he asked, after thirty 
years what had happened? Americans 
were pouring across the border to en- 
joy the benefit of greater natura: re- 
sources which tariff reform had de- 
veloped in the Dominion.

‘OUTLAW 18 NOW CORNERED. 


Bill Haney Traced to Wild California 
Settiement. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb, 25—Bill Haney, 
train robber, gun-fighter, murderer and 
outlaw, on whose head, dead or alive, 
there is a price of $4,000, has been track- 
ed a thousand miles from Canada to the 
Calabasas Hills, and now holds that wild 
settlement in terror, aquiver with sup- 
pressed excitement and fear of the fugi- 
tive, who has sworn never to be taken 
alive, 

The best trained officers of the Cana- 
dian Government are hidden in the fast- 
ness of the country, watchful every mo- 
ment, in the hope of catching the des- 
perado unawares, and local detectives 
and deputy sheriffs in all manner of dis- 
guises are helping in the man hunt. 

Meanwhile, Han?y is frequently seen 
riding on the roads, alone, alert and 
unafraid, a rifle across the pommel of his 
saddle and revolvers at hand. Dozeng of 
farmers who knew him years ago have 
met him and conversed with him, but 
he has told them little. He sleeps en- 
trenched in a stone hut above a gorge. 
Officers would be courting death to cross 
his path and a man trying to ambush 
him in a wooded region of which he 
knows every foot, would probably stop 
his unerring bullets, 

Haney left Calabasas twenty years ago 
with his brother John and four years 
later was sent to the penitentiary for 
three years. When released the brothers 
fied to the United States. With skill and 
cunning they planned the robbery of a 
Canadian Pacific train last June. Drop- 
ping on to the tender near Ducks, where 
the engine stopped for water, they and 
four accomplices subdued the crew at the 
point of their revolvers and compelled 
the fireman to break open the express 
car. They had expected the car to con- 
tain a valuable lot of silver bultion, but 
found nothing of value in it. After going 
through a number of the passenger 
coaches the bandits took to a boat «cn 
Lake Shuswap and escaped. 

A week later, Constable, Isaac Decker, 
of Ashcroft, British Columbia, found the 
two Haneys descending the Thompson 
River in a rowboat. Covering them with 
his revolver, he ordered the men to 
surrender, They pretended to obey, but 
as they stepped ashore one of them fired 
and Decker fell, mortally wounded, As 
he. went down, however, the constable’s 
rifle spoke, and John Haney was killed. 
Bill, leaping over the prostrate bodies of 
the two men, made hie escape and has 
since successfully defied arrest.

MARCH ON CITY HALL 


Great Sympathetic Strike Demonstra- 
tion Planned in Philadel 
as Wrasse will Be 

This P 1 on Sunday—If it is} 

Net & Strike Will be 

Over. 


Philadeiphia, Feb. 26—On Monday 
morning, unless al] pians go wary, 
this city will witness the greatest 
labor demonstration the United S.ates 
has ever seen. One hundred thou- 
sand labor unionists, fully one-fourth 
of them women, will march in a body 
upon the city hall, will surround it, 
and will demand by their presence the 
recognition of the street car men, and 
the acceptance by the Rapid Transit 
Company of the demand that these 
men be given 25 cents an hour and 
the right to be‘ong to whatever or- 
ganization they care to, 

This move was planned tonight as 
a counter action to something the city 
officials did. They issued e warrant 
for the arrest of John J. eee the 
labor chief of the town, on a charge of 
inciting a riot, because Murphy in the 
late afternoon paper was quoted as 
follows: “If one man is shot by the 
state constables in Kensington, there 
will foliow a carnival of riot and 
bloodshed that will startle the whole 
country. 1 do not care to be respon- 
sible for such an outbreak, but I 
want it understood that there are men 
in the northeast part of this town who 
can shoot just as fast and just as 
straight as any trooper that ever drew 
a breath of life. Just wait for a 
white and there will be developments 
that wil! open every one’s eyes.” 

820 Cars in Operation. 

Many more persons rode on the cars 
today. The Rapid Transit Company 
Gaiine sd that it had 820 of its 2,000 cars 
running end that it had hired 1,400 
new men, making a total on hand of 
3,000 out of the ordinary 6.000. Its 
claim was fairly uccurate, for the 
strikers admitted that 600 cars were 
running and an estimate at midday 
between the two would perhaps be 
correct. 

On Sunday, it would appear now, 
the final fate of the striker wilt be de- 
cided. There will be a meeting of the 
central labor union and a decision will 
be made about the general sympath- 
etic strike, 

If this is called there will be lots of 
trouble. But if it is not, the strik- 
ers will be doomed and Monday will 
see the cars running in their usual 
style, which means at the rate ot 
eight miles an hour, and eight cents 
for a ride, that should be more on 4@ 
transfer. cr 

The Rapid Transit Company this 
afternoon sent out an ultimatum. It 
will take back its old men, it says, 
on the former terms of 22 cents per 
hour and no recognition of the un.on, 
until midnight Sunday. After that 
they will have to hunt for other jobs. 

Some of the strikers, not very Many, 
but quite a few, signified their inten- 
tion of going back to work. 


PIONEER TRAVELLER DEAD. 


First Montreal Representative to Visit 


Winnipeg. 
Montreal, Feb.25 —R. O. Shorey, who 
was the pioneer commercial traveller 


from Montreal to visit Winnipeg, died 
here today, aged 62 years. He was a 
clothing manufacturer until his retire- 
ment five years ago, and in 1876 went 
from Montreal to Winnipeg in quest of 
orders for his father, who was then head 
of the firm. He was also the first pas- 
senger with a purchased ticket to travel 
on the Canadisn Pacific, He had this dis- 
tinction on December 5, 1878, going from 
St. Boniface to Emerson, and his ticket 
which he preserved until his death, is 
inscribed: “Ticket number 1, trip num- 
ber 1.” 


ASYLUM FOR HIGH ‘PRIEST. 


Delai Lama Finds Refuge From Chi- 
nese in India. 


Caloutta. Feb, 25—Delai Lama, who 
fled from the holy city of Thibet, 
Lhasssa, will be given refuge by tho 
British government. He wil be in- 
vitad to occupy Hastings house tem- 
porariy. At the same time the Brit 
ish government has notified its repre- 
sentative in Thibet to observe strict 
neutrality in the invasion of Thibet by 
China. Two of his envoys, who have 
just arrive d to appeal to Viceroy Lord 
Minto, declare that the Chinese troops 
wrecked mpnastries and slaughtered 
priests and laymen, wantonly killing 
2,000 in t their expedition. 


French Senators Fieht Duel. 


Paris, Fe». ' 24.—Senators Millies 
Lacroix and Lintilhac fought a duel 
with swords in the Pare des Princes 
this morning. At the first encounter 
Millies neatly parried a lunge by 
Lintihac and thrust the latter through 
the forearm. Lintilhac wished to 
continue, but the seconds stopped the 
combat. The adversaries were recon- 
ciled before leaving the field. The 
duel was the outgrowth of a dispute 
among members of the senate comnmit- 
tee on secrecy of the ballot in which 
committee Milies Lacroix is president. 
The president called Lintilhac a Jar 
and the latter responded: “My Bee- 
onds will deliver my answer.

LECTURE BY W. J. FRANCIS C.E. 

The first open meeting of the Edmon- 
ton Engineering Society since its forma. 
tion last year, was held in the assembly 
hall of the Separate School yesterday 
evening. A large number of friends of 
the Society was present and listened with 
grat interest to an address on “The Que 
bec Bridge Disaster,” delivered by W. J. 
Francis, C.E. of Montreal, a member cf 
the Royal Commission of Inquiry which 
investigated the cause of the collapse of 
the mammoth steel structure, which on 
August 29, 1907, without a moment’s 
warning crumpled up like so much paper 
and fell into the waters of the St. Law- 
rence carrying between seventy and 
eighty workmen to their death. 

The lecture was of a non-technical na- 
ture, for the benefit of the many visi- 
tors, and was illwetrated with a number 
of splenatd limelight views, showing the 
progres of the work on the bridge and 
its ruined condition after the collapse, 

The material used in the construction 
of the bridge had been flawless. The work 
had been executed faultlessly. The weak- 
ness lay in disproportionate strength of 
the confpression members, an error which 
was before the attention of the engineers 
of the world and remained unrecognized 
antil-after the disaster, The fall of the 
bridge was one of the greatest lessons 
ever taught the engineers of the world 
and the same mistake could not possibly 
cecur again, 

The bridge which was not as great as 
was the Lethbridge bridge on account of 
its size, was great on account of the 
single span with which it was intended 
to span the St. Lawrence river, It was 
of the cantilever type, like the Froth 
bridge and was not materially shorter, 
the length of the single span proposed be- 
ing 1800 feet. The plan of crossing the 
river by a single span had not been 
abandoned and tenders were being called 
tor, with a view to proceeding at once 
on the work of reconstruction; the work 
on the new bridge to be carried on under 
the direction of the royal commission. 

A CHAPTER OF MISFORTUNES. 

Oliver Pace, the Mannville homestead- 
er, who was taken to the General Hos- 
pital early in December, suffering terri- 
bly from burned hands, face and neck, 
is now able to walk about again, though 
it will be several weeks before he can 
leave the hospital. 

Pace is a young man of about thirty 
years of age. He has proved up on a 
homestead at Mannville, Alberta. The 
story of that proving up is one of tragic 
interest, 

In the spring of 1907, Pace broke about 
fifteen acres and sowed wheat. The rain 
fell, the sun shone, and the grain grew 
near to ripeness, The young homesteader 
was watching the bending grain and 
sharpening his scythe, when one “day 
there came a hail storm across the coun- 


try. Its swath was a narrow one but 
the damage was complete. Pace’s crop 
was ruined, 


Next spring he sowed his acres again 
with wheat, There came no hail this 
year and he thought to reap a harvest. 
but the blight of frost fell on the land 
and once more his.crop was ruined. 

He did not try wheat again, but last 
spring planted potatoes and nothing else. 
He dug them up inthe fall, many bush- 
els, and filled the cellar of his shack 
with them. To protect the fruit of his 
labors from the frost, he covered all with 
hay and placed a stove in the centre of 
the cellar. During the severe cold wea- 
ther of early December, he slept in the 
hay himself, near the stove. One night, 
the hay took fire. When Pace woke up 
the flames were curling over him, and 
the shack was ablaze. He was alone and 
how he got out doesn’t remember, Neigh- 
bors found him, in an agony of pain 
from fearful burns about the hands and 
wrists, and face and neck, That he was 
not burned to a crisp was the miracle, 
He was taken to the General Hospital, 
Edmonton, where he has been a patient 
since Dec. 6th, 

Hailed out, frozen out and burned 
out, he is still cheerful, and confident 
that his misfortunes are at an end.

ON THE VETO ISSUE 


This is the Newest Proposal Which). 


the British Government is Said 
to Be Contemplating te Relieve 
Political Crisis. 


—— 


Feb, 26—The political outlook 
still is so chaotic and the rumors so var- 
ied that nothing emerges enabling any 
one to indicate how the crisis will end. 
1t is stated in some quarters that the 
government has surrendered to the Na- 
tionalists and Radical extremists so far 
as to agree to abandon its efforte to re- 
construct the House of Lords and devote 
all its energies to limiting the Lords’ 
veto 


On the other hand it is declared that 
the Irish irreconciliability ie 60 annoy- 
ing to the government that their de- 
mands may be rejected outright. The 
action of the United Irish League in re- 
fusing to ask th® Irish voters in the Eng- 
lish constituencies to support thé govern- 
ment candidates has itritated the minie- 
terial, supporters, 

Awaited With Feverish Interest. 

Premier Aequith’s statement in the 
House of Commons next Monday, when 
he will move to appropriate the whole 
time of the House for government meas- 
ure, is awaited with feverish impatience, 
A lobby reporter of a Radical newspaper 
says he learns the government is serious- 
ly contemplating resorting to a referen- 
dum on the question of the Lord’s veto. 

But for the fact that no party or group 
in the House of Commons wants another 
general election, the ministery’s term of 
office would not be worth many weeks 
purchase, the Liberals, Radicals and 
Nationalists, in addition to the difficulty 
arising out of depleted party funds, fear 
that a general election would bring a 
Unionist triumph. Premier Asquith’s 
statement that he had not sought guar- 
antecs from the King is interpreted in 
all sides as a confession that the result 
of the elections was too inconclusive to 
justify his asking for such guarantees 
and the essence of the difficulties failing 
him lies in the impossibility of reconcili- 
ating the divergent views of his support- 
ers on the dealing with the House of 
Lords. ‘ 

Sir Edward Grey, Chancellor Lloyd- 
Goorge, and Winston Spencer Churchill, 
home secretary are said to be in favor of 
reforming the second chamber on the 
elective principle, 

The Radials, lead by Sir Charles Went- 
woth, Dilke, oppose the reform of the 
House and want merely to abolish all 
power of veto by the Lords, both finan- 
cial and legislative. All the Radical 
morning papers agree that the Prime 
Minister has yielded on the question of 
the reform of the House of Lords. They 
further affect to believe that the minis- 
ter cannot afford to ignore the attitude 
of the Nationalists toward the budget be- 
cause the Unionist leaders are reluctant 
to take office until the financial situation 
has been regularized, and will instruct 
the Unionist members to support the 
budget rather than allow the Natione!- 
ists to overturn the government, 

Predicting that the House of Commons 
will adopt the veto resolution by a ma- 
jority of 120, the Radical papers further 
suggest that Premier Asquith would then 
be justified in asking the King for guar- 
antees or he might refer the question of 
the veto to a referendum of the people 
whose decisision could compel the House 
of Lords to accept the veto bill. 

The “Daily News” hints that there 
may be cabinet changes arising out of a 
divergence of opinion on the question re- 
lating to the House of Lords and Prem- 
ier Asquith’s yielding to the Radicals in- 
stead of upholding the ministers who ad- 
vocated the reform of that house. 


DEPUTATION OF 600 MERCHANTS 


Waits on Sir Wilfrid to Protest Against 
merative Bill. 


Ottawa, Feb, 25—The largest dept. 
tation which ever invaded parliament 
waited on Sir Wilfrid Laurier this 
morning to voice its protest against 
the co-operative bill of Lioyd-Hanrris 
and F. D, Monk. There were 600 re- 
twil merchants in the delegation, and 
the House of Commons when it con- 
vened was filled to its utmost comely: 
The bill was characterized by L. M. 
Trowern, of Toronto, secretary of ths 
Dominion Retail Merchants’ associa- 
tion as “the greatest and most gigan- 
tic fraud ever introduced into an 
county.” Sir Wilfrid assured the 
merchants that their arguments would 
be carefully considered by the gov- 
emment. The question ‘af co-opera- 
tion was however a question of politi- 
cal economy rather than a pure} po- 
litical question. He advised the mer- 
chants to appoint a committee to 
wate hthe legislation question, 


BEEF TRUST INDICTED. 


Grand Jury Orders Arrest of Twenty-one 
Millionaire Packers. 


New York, Feb, 25-—~-A blanket indict- 
ment, charging a criminal conspiracy in 
restraint of trade in meat and poultry, 
has been filed by the grand jury of Hud- 
son Country against the beef trust. Six 
corporations, and 21 individual directors 
were named in the conspitacy charge, 
which will result in the arrest and ex- 
tradition to Jersey City of many million- 
aire packers, whose names are a house- 
hold word on this side of the Atlantic. 
The corporations indicted are: The Na- 
tional Packing Company ; Armour Pack. 
ing Company, Swifi & Coiipany, Morris
